S a n F r a n c i s c o . March 7.—A com­ 
plaint has b e e n brought by tbe Cen­

$58,37G. The Company therefore asks 
judgment for $100,370, with interest 
and cost of suit. 
Chas. Crocker, In an interview this 
evening, made some statements in re­ 
lation to the suit brought by the Com­ 
pany against A. A. Cohen in addition 
to the allegations contained in the 
complaint filed. Among other instan­ 
ces cited is one in which Cohen, some 
throe years ago, being then in the 
employ of the Company, weut to Meigs 
& Gawley, lumber dealers, who were 
delivering lumber to the Company, 
and told them he could take the Com­ 
pany’s business away if he wished,but 
would allow it to remain if they would 
supply him with lumber to build a 
house, and would also get them better 
prices.

Hotel.

But John R. McConnell 
could ride with Stanford from Maine 
to Texas, in a palace car, or in any 
other car, and not he influenced in 
the slightest degree by that ride or 
by such 
companionship. 
He is 
above and far beyond the influences 
of any inch flattery as such an associ­ 
ation could give him. It would not 
lie McConnell who would be honored 
by such a ride. He could not be flat­ 
tered out of his candid judgment by 
any such companionship. He would 
use tlie occasion only for tlie purposes 
of getting information on an impor­ 
tant matter. The member who would 
vote on or against a bill according as 
public opinion, or a supposed public 
opinion, was for or against a measure, 
would bo afraid to talk to Stanford; 
such a member would sink in his 
boots at the idea of the big railroad 
man suggesting anything in the way 
of facts ami figures. But McConnell 
is a man above such paltry fears, and 
we do not believe there is anybody 
who knows tiial gentleman who 
would for a moment suppose that any 


mercenary motive could influence him 
for a moment. Wo shall look with in­ 
terest for tlie full lext of his speech oil 
the Archer bill. The passage of that 
bill (if it should pass the Si líate and 
become a lawlw ill have a gieat < ffect 
and for bad, on the interests of the 
State of California. 
The remarks of the Un/on relative to 
General M c C o n n e ll’s character,abil­ 
ity and integrity, will receive the un­ 
iversal endorsement of the i eople of 
Los Angeles. He is above and beyond 
any influnce save principle and a con­ 
viction of right. It is like M cC on­ 
n e l l to talk with S t a n f o r d or A r ­ 
c h e r or with anyone who could give 
him information on the subject lie had 
under consideration, but it is to sup­ 
pose something very unlike him to 
suppose he could lie influence beyond 
the facts by Governor S t a n f o r d or 
by anyone. General M c C o n n e ll iq>- 
resents Los Angeles county in the As­ 
sembly and ho sought information 
relitive to the effect of sucli a law as 
the A r c h e r bill on the interests of 
Southern California.

Archer’s Ci.'!. 


E d it o r H e r a l d .— A s I have been 
the most uncompromising opponent of 
the railroad monopoly in California 
and the unflinching friend of the 
Texas Pacific, what I shall say on the 
subject of Archer’s freights and fares 
bill will, I hope, be duly considered 
by all fair minded men. 
I wrote an 
an article on Freeman’.s bill two years 
ago when it was before the Assembly 
and showed by accurate calculation 
tbat the passage of that bill would 
have been very damaging to the 
whole State as well as to the corpora- 
ti ms. That there ought to be legisla­ 
tion upon this subject no one.will de­ 
ny; but such legislation should not he 
dictated in a spirit of revenge. There 
is an idea extant that a legislator, in 
order to serve the people well, must 
do all lie can to damage all cor; ora­ 
tions. This is class legislation, which 
is always wrong, and if persisted in 
will always prove disastrous. Corpo­ 
rations are a part of the people, and 
their interest ought to he, and arc, 
identical, and any legislation that 
tends to enhance the interest of one at 
the expense of the other is dishonest 
and should not be tolerated. The leg­ 
islation that is needed on the subject 
of railroads is to prevent unjust dis­ 
crimination, and confine them to their 
one legitimate business. That the 
companies in some sections of the 
country have shown a species of favor­ 
itism among shippers may be possible. 
And this has been the chief cause of 
complaint everywhere, and ought to 
bo stopped by legislation. In this 
part of 
the 
State 
we 
have 
heard very little if any complaint 
from this cause, and to my mind 
the reason is obvious. Niue tenths if 
not all this favoritism is the work of 
subordinates,—Superintendents, and 
seldom ever reaches the ears of the 
chiefs. In this section, they have a 
Superintendent whoso principles arc 
honorable and just, and who could not 
stoop to discriminate between the pa­ 
trons of the road. Hence we hear no 
complaints here. Not so however are 
all their roads. Some years ago I liv­ 
ed upon a brancii of one of their made 
in the Northern part of the State, 
where discrimination was so common 
that it became to be grievious com­ 
plaint among all the people, and I am 
sutified it was all the work of subor­ 
dinates, for speculative purposes. Any 
legislation to prevent this would be a 
blessing to the people, and would no 
doubt be thankfully received by the 
corporations. Legislation too in re­ 
gard to holding over passenger ticket-, 
would be just and right. But for any 
one man or any company of men to sit 
down in their office and undertake to 
fix a just rate of fares and freights for 
all the roads is simply rediculous The 
expense of keeping In repair onoli road, 
the expense of opperating each road, 
the amount of business done in freight 
and passengers by each road together 
with theorignal cost of each road, also 
the future prospective'business of each, 
would have to be thoroughly under­ 
stood before an aproxímate calcula­ 
tion could be made. This is the light 
in which business men will look at 
this subject. But legislators are not 
always business men. If the Legisla­ 
ture must legislate on freight and fares 
the best thing they can do, is to ap­ 
point. two or three business men, to 
go over the roads and make the best 
estimato they can and then fix the 
rate.

By H aslett: To establish a Court of 
Arbitration of the Chamber of Com­ 
merce of tiie city and county of San 
Francisco. 
By H ill: An Act to save from de­ 
struction the vineyards of California 
and to extirpate the Plylioxerra iu 
said vineyards. Thsblll provides for 
an appropriation for the present year 
and during 1877, of the sum of $5,000 
to be drawn by the President and Sec­ 
retary of the State Vinicultura! Socie­ 
ty, and he expended in arresting and 
eradicating the insect called Plivilox- 
errn. It is further provided that the 
Stale shall be divided into districts by 
tlie Slate Vinicultura! Society anda 
person to pel form the duties of Inspect­ 
or of each district shall be appointed to

S a c r a m e n t o ,March 8th.—Tlio Sen­ 
ate Committee on Corporations held 
an adjourned meeting last night, at 
which the following important testi­ 
mony was taken. A full committee 
was present and tiie room was filled 
with attentive listeners and interested 
parties. 
Col. Peter Donahue, President of (lie 
San Francisco and Northern Pacific 
railroad, first took the floor and made 
a statement under oath: I have been 
in tiie railroad business some time, 
and I find that this bill now before the 
Senate will cause me much injury. It 
will injure me to s-ucli au extent* that 
I will not he able to operate my road. 
It lowers the rates to much that the 
reduction would make it a loss to run 
the road. The whole length of my

I). B. Flugh, lumber dealer at Dix­ 
on, Solano county, next was sworn 
and made tiie following statement: 
“I wish ter say a few words in regard 
to the Archer bill and the Southern 
Pacific railroad. Since the Archer 
bill has passed tlio Assembly it lias 
been the all absorbing topic through­ 
out Yolo and Sobmo counties; coun­ 
ties through which the Calafornia Pa­ 
cific road runs. The farmers and bus­ 
iness men have read the biil and ex­ 
amined it, (¡and they thoroughly 
understand tlio efl'ect i t -must have 
upon the road. Of course you will 
readily perceive by reading tlio 7tli 
and Sth classes mentioned in the bill 
that no road could be operated through 
that country where the principal bus­ 
iness is the transportation of grain 
and lumber. My business is shipping 
lumber, and the bill will reduce the 
freights on the article from two to one 
dollar per ton for carriage to Vallejo 
from Dixon, a distance of 89 miles. 
The people on the line of that road 
have become greatly alarmed in re­ 
gard to this matter, and I was request­ 
ed by them to come here and make 
this statement. Two years ago this 
Spring the farmers from Dixon, 
Davisville, Woodland 
and 
Va­ 
caville 
held 
a 
meeting, 
ml, 
thinking the rates charged by the 
railroad to bo too high, sent a delega­ 
tion to San Francisco to try to get 
•them lower. They were lowered and 
are satisfactorily to all the parties con­ 
cerned. Since that time there iias 
been no complaint from them. They 
have built large warehouses at Wood­ 
land, Davisville and Dixon for the 
storage of grain and are very content 
to pay tlio rates asked of them. They 
are becoming alarmed for fear this bill 
may pass, thus ruining tlioir chances 
of prosperity for some time to come, 
being fully satisfied that if the hill be­ 
comes a law the railroad cannot be 
worked. 
Mr. Farley : Who requested you to 
come here? 
Answer: Business men and farm­ 
ers of the two counties.

Judge Kastm an, one of the A ttor­ 
neys for tbo assignees, presented a 
statement setting forth that ¡be San 
Jacinto milling and lumber property 
w a s in such a condition that by the 
expenditure of t tie sum of $8,000 they 
were of the opinion that about $2(1,000 
could be realized from the sale of the 
property. 
Suit lias been brought to 
recover''about $80.000 on claims which 
wore nearly outlawed, all of which is 
secured by attachm ent liens amply 
sufficient "to pay the entire sum above 
named. 
Judge Eastm an addressed the meet­ 
ing at considerable length before sub­ 
m itting the above statement. 
His re­ 
marks had reference to the feverish 
condition of the public mind. H e 
said that am ong things that be knew 
that so far from having any reason to 
anticipate a further panic, lie knew 
that there was to-day more money in 
the city of Los Angeles than is neces­ 
sary for all purposes of loans, discount 
and deposits. As to the alliiirs of 
Messrs. Ledyard and Thomas Temple, 
lie stated th at arrangements by a t­ 
tachment, mortgages, etc., have been 
made by which at least 90 per cent, of 
their indebtedness would be secured. 
As for the aflairs of Mr. Levy, he 
thought arrangem ents bad been made 
by which from 50 per cent, to 58 per 
cent of his indebtedness would bo se­ 
cured. 
Mr. Long, of the Committee on Real 
Estate being called upon, said under 
the instruct ion ofithe sasignees he went 
out and examined the Han Jacinto pro­ 
perty. 
He found a largo amount ol 
corn, wood, lumber, etc. 
Tie would 
not advise the prosecution of tiie work 
as recommended by Judge Eastman, 
as lie did not think it would result 
profitably. The railroad company pro­ 
posed to pay $20 per M. feet for lum ­ 
ber going W est a n d $22 50 per M. feet 
for lumber going East. This lie (fid 
not think afforded sufficient margin 
for the assignees to operate upon, 
nor did he think $0 50 per cord for 
wood. The price of fuel was sullicient 
to justify any operation in that direc­ 
tion. Ho thought there wore between 
8,000,000 to 12,000,000 feet of lumber on 
the land claimed, but in o rd e rto g ct 
it all it would be necessary to move 
tiie mill three or four times. H e said 
that iie had made the suLject of the 
outcome of the aflairs of l!ie late bank 
his study since the assignment had 
been made. H e was fully assured that 
if the creditors would have patience 
he believed that under t|(o^ssigmuent 
every creditor would have'dollar for 
dollar and Mr. Temple have as much 
left as he could manage. H e gavo 
quite a detailed account in figures for 
tiis reasons. 
Judge Brunson addressed the m eet­ 
ing alluding to the course of the press. 
He alluded to the course of the hank. 
Haid that a year and fi ltftU ago the 
banks of Los Angeles had a plethora 
of coin, and an eifbrt had been made 
to use it for tiie benefit of depositors, 
lie stated th at Mr. Ledyard had made 
an assignment of all liis property and 
would pay 92 cents on the dollar.

Mr. Hazard moved that the San J a ­ 
cinto matter be referred to the Advi­ 
sory Committee, and the assignees be 
instructed to act upon their fcport and 
recoaliiiendaLion. * The motion was 
seconded. 
Mr. Freeman suggested that they 
could lease the mills or make a con­ 
tract with responsible parties,and the 
profits, if any, inure to the benefit of 
the creditors. 
Mr. H azard’s motion was adopted. 
Mr. Hazard inquired of Mr. Wiley 
as to the character of the Buente 
ranch. 
Mr. Wiley said he had known the 
Puente ranch for twenty-five years.
